AN ACT

CONCERNING ADMINISTRATION OF THE RECREATIONAL TRAILSSYSTEM BY THE BOARD OF PARK S
AND OUTDOOR RECREATION, AND, IN CONNECTION THEREWITH, ADDING A MEMBER TO THE
COLORADORECREATIONAL TRAILSCOMMITTEE,AND AM ENDING RECREATIONAL TRAIL FUNDING
AUTHORITY, SNOWMOBILE PROVISIONS, AND OFF-HIGHWAY VEHICLE PROVISIONS.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:

SECTION 1. 33-10-104 (2), Colorado Revised Statutes, 1984 Repl. Val., is
amended to read:

33-10-104. Boardcomposmon jurlsdlctlon (2) AIIboardmembersshaIIserve
for four-year terms. N

Vacanues on the board shall be filled for the
unexpired term by the governor, with the consent of the senate.

SECTION 2. 33-11-105 (1), Colorado Revised Statutes, 1984 Repl. Val., is
amended to read:

33-11-105. Recreational trailscommittee - sunset review. (1) Thereishereby
created the Colorado recreational trails committee, which shall be advisory and shall
consist of seven EIGHT members to be appointed by the board. Members shall be
appointed for terms of four years. No member shall serve morethan two consecutive
terms. One member shall be appointed from each congressional district, and ene
member TWO MEMBERS shall be appointed from the state at large. The committee
shall include in its membership representation of the broad spectrum of trail users.

States or any agency OR POLITICAL SUBDIVISION thereof;

33-14.5-113. Notice of accident. (1) THE OPERATOR OF AN OFF-HIGHWAY
VEHICLE INVOLVED IN AN ACCIDENT RESULTING IN PROPERTY DAMAGE OF FIFTEEN
HUNDRED DOLLARSORMORE OR INJURIESRESULTING IN HOSPITALIZATION ORDEATH,
OR SOME PERSON ACTING FOR THE OPERATOR, OR THE OWNER OF THE OFF-HIGHWAY
VEHICLE HAVING KNOWLEDGE OF THE ACCIDENT SHALL IMMEDIATELY, BY THE
QUICKEST AVAILABLE MEANS OF COMMUNICATION, NOTIFY AN OFFICER OF THE
COLORADO STATE PATROL, THE SHERIFF'S OFFICE OF THE COUNTY WHEREIN THE
ACCIDENT OCCURRED, OR THE OFFICE OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT OF THE
MUNICIPALITY WHEREIN THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED.
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(2) ANY LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY RECEIVING A REPORT OF ACCIDENT UNDER
THIS SECTION SHALL FORWARD A COPY THEREOF TO THE DIVISION, WHICH SHALL
COMPILE STATISTICSANNUALLY BASED UPON SUCH REPORTS.

(3) WITHIN FORTY -EIGHT HOURSAFTERAN ACCIDENT INVOLVING AN OFF-HIGHWAY
VEHICLE, THE ACCIDENT SHALL BE REPORTED TO THE DENVER OFFICE OF THE
DIVISION. THE REPORT SHALL BE MADE ON FORMS FURNISHED BY THE DIVISION AND
SHALL BEMADE BY THE OWNER OR OPERATOR OF THE VEHICLE OR SOMEONE ACTING
FOR THE OWNER OR OPERATOR.

(4) ANY PERSON WHO VIOLATES SUBSECTION (1) OR (3) OF THISSECTION ISGUILTY
OF A CLASS 2 PETTY OFFENSE AND, UPON CONVICTION THEREOF, SHALL BE PUNISHED
BY A FINE OF TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS.

SECTION 11. Effective date- applicability. Thisact shall take effect July 1,
1995, and shall apply to acts committed on or after said date. The modified
registration fees provided in this act apply to snowmabile and off-highway vehicle
registrations for a registration period that begins on or after said date.

SECTION 12. Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds, determines,
and declares that this act is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public
peace, health, and safety.
